It is strange to think that the 
Hanseatic League, at the height of 
its power, could influence mon- 
archs, cities and states. By “Un- 
Hansing” a city they could prac- 
tically reduce it to ruin, by cut- 
ting off its trade. But the fact 
is that they did enjoy a long-lived 
and widespread monopoly, which 
enabled the headquarters at Lu- 
beck to dictate to cities much more 
wealthy.

The coincidence of these two events 
can lend little cheer to the German people 
and to the Berlin residents especially for 
the coincidence itself is very suggestive 
that destiny or fate knows what it going to 
happen the German capital as it has hap- 
pened to Manila. 

The taking of Manila to the Americans 
is a brilliant comment on the swift ad- 
vance led by the brilliant military leader, 
Gen. MacArthur. It is also a commentary 
on the weakness of the Japanese war 
machine. The fall of the Philippines to the 
Japanese a few years ago was taken by the 


that the Japanese plotted to deliver to the 
United States and Britain. Now after the 
intervening years Japan finds she cannot 
retain the islands for the U. S. advance in 
Luzon to Manila has been an epoch- 
mhking event in the Far East struggle and 
a symbol of the ultimate doom of the in- 
vading Japanese. 

The capture of the city is a token to the 
world that the Allies are thoroughly organ- 
ized to knock militarism and aggressive 
imperialism out of Japan and the Japan- 
ese people now and after Germany’s fall. 

Berlin can gather no hope in what it 
sees going on in the Far East. The destiny 
of superiority of weapons and power and 
of spirit of the United Nations has marked 
both the Japs and the Germans for crush- 
ing defeat.
